NEW BOMBERS FOR JAPAN 
Observers who have tried to keep abreast of the 
fight for aerial supremacy seem to agree on certain 
points, of special Interest, In the light of reports that 
Japan has "developed" a new heavy bomber. 
Japan, say the observers, has not made any con­ 
tributions to development of airplanes. 
It has copied 
successtu'ly, but it has not originated anything 
The 
new heavy bombers reported probably are the result 
oi copying the Flying Fortresses which represent the 
principal contribution of the United States to avia­ 
tion development since the beginning oi the war. 
The dive bomber, most publicized of Germany's 
war planes, was developed by the United States after 
the World war 
The 
fast pursuit plane was Great 
Britain’s post-war contribution T h e Schneider Trophy 
races, in wh'ch the world's fastest planes were en­ 
tered, were expensive, however, and Great Britain dis­ 
continued them in 1931 
At that time, it already had 
developed a plane capable of flying 
340 
miles an 
hour. 
The key to aerial supremacy is ability to product* 
the needed planes in volume atter they have been 
developed, coupled with ability to fly them. Italy has 
dwelt ped exceptionally fast planes, but cannot pro­ 
duce them in quantity nor fly them advantageously. 
It Is on these* scores that the United States can sur­ 
pass all other contenders, 
certainly 
including the 
Japanese 
It is going to make heavy bombers by the 
thousands; its pilots already have demonstrated what 
they can do when they have the planes.

Has Many Complaints 
The fellow with bad icet has both 
general and local complaints. He is 
fatigued, irritable and unhappy. His 
heels ache, pains shoot up frctn his 
ankles, or the discomfort may cen­ 
ter entirely about the arch. 
Obviously in handling these pa­ 
tients the specialist will take intr 
account the general as well as the 
local condition. The patient doesn't 
always necessarily and inevitably 
need arches. Perhaps his condition 
Is due to a life-long habit of walk­ 
ing badly. So the first step in the 
examination of such a patient is to 
get him to walk around and see 
how he does it. 
Badly Distributed Weight 
His foot may be strained because 
something is the m atter with his 
lower 
back, hip, 
knee or ankle 
joint, or because he has continued 
over a period of years to distribute 
hLs weight badly. Perhaps there is 
a history of strain on some part of 
his foot that makes him unable to 
bear that weight on it 
The color 
of his skin is Important, as well as 
signs of inflammation such as bur­ 
sitis, planter warts, callosities or 
bunions. 
After this the feet are studied In 
relation to the weight-bearing func­ 
tion. and an X-ray is indispensable 
in disclosing painful bone condi­ 
tions that are otherwise not clearly 
evident on physical 
examination

only 
shoes, 
but 
socks, 
are 
checked for adequate size. 
In the long run, however, the es­ 
sential thing about most loot con­ 
ditions is the use of proper shoes 
Again this means an individual ad­ 
justm ent of the shoe to the re­ 
quirements of the patient. A shoe 
th at may be all right for one person 
is by no means necessarily all right 
for 20 other people. The shoe must 
be adapted to function and to the 
anatomy of the foot. For the nor­ 
mal child, the shoes mould have a 
well-rounded toe, the leather sole 
should be of adequate thickness 
and .the shank sturdy but flexible 
In children who are overweight, 
with weak or pronated ankles, the 
shank should be stiff and neces­ 
sary corrections made.

best shoe has a rounded toe, Is of 
soft leather, with a thick leather 
sole of adequate length and width.
